"Blast, Through the Havilpan,'' Says 


Professor Tangier Smith oil 


Chair of Geology 


IIOAV THE KOCIC CItUST FORMS 


Ideas of the Lecturer Will Probably 


Be Followed by Mackay's Land- 


scape Gardener 


Professor Tangier Smith stated to 


the- students of the geology class yes- 
terday that trees can be 
made 
to 


grow on the grounds of the Univer- 
sity of Nevada by blasting through 
the hardpan. He said that the hard- 
pan is caused partly by chemical anrl 
partly by physical causes, the water 
passing through the soil carrying the 
clay to the limit of the depth reach- 
ed by the water and there combining 
with calcium carbonate to make the 
rock-like crust. 


"If the ground is blasted, troes will 


grow," said 
the 
Professor. 
"The 


roots of the troe will then be able 
to penetrate tho soil, reaching 
the 


fertile earth beneath. 
The liardpan 


lies at tho depth to which the water, 
percolating through the upper soil, 
descends."
